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Phonology 


It is the study of the sounds produced during the speech process. 
These sounds emitted by the use of language are called 
phonemes, which individualize and particularize each element 
graphically represented by letters that constitute the alphabet of 
the Bana language, and it is this set of sounds and letters that 
allow the Idiom to be printed in a book, for example. 
Phonoaudiological communication occurs between an issuer and 
a receiver creating a channel between individuals by means of 
oral or written messages. Therefore, the act that integrates 
verbal communication passes essentially through the study of 
phonetics before grammar. 

The graphic unit from the grammatical point of view allows to 
graphically represent phonemes that differentiate two words 
that have the same radical, that is, belong to the same 
etymological family. Thus, the morphic elements of the Bana 
language can be reduced to phonological verbal desinences as 
the vowels that appear at the end of each verb. The verbs in 
Bana constitute the largest group of words in the language after 
nouns, whose meanings change completely only by altering the 
desinence of the verb. 

The Bana alphabet is represented by 36 phonemes and 36 
graphic signs that are classified according to the use of letters in 
short, those represented by a single letter or long ones where 
the duplication of consonants occurs. 

A, B, bb, C, k, D, dd, E, F, ff, G, gg, H, I, y, L, II, M, mm, N,nn, O, P, 
pp, T, tt, R, rr, S, ss, U, y, V, w, X, Z. 
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It is important and worthwhile to emphasize that the letter [H] 
sounds like a short consonant in Bana graphically represented by 
the phoneme [R]. 

Regarding the classification of these phonemes that are 
produced by the passage of air through the mouth one can 
define that the sound of vowels: a, e, i, o, u and y long can be 
only of the oral type, since there is only nasality of timbre in the 
letters [m] e [n] in the language Bana. When the air emitted in 
the speech process finds resistance in the oral cavity originates 
the phonemes represented by the short consonants: B, C, K, D, F, 
G, H, J, L, M, N, P, R, S, T, W, V, X, Z, and long bb, dd, ff, gg , II, 
mm, nn, pp, rr, ss, tt. 

Although the use of long consonants is frequent in Bana, that is, 
of the ten grammatical classes only does not occur in the 
formation of verbs, which are also classified in short the 
dissylables and long the polysyllables, since there is not in Bana 
monosyillable or trisyllable verbs. Therefore from the point of 
view of articulatory phonetics the pronunciation of the language 
is comparatively easier in relation to English, seeing that 
grammar is regular without verbal inflections as to gender if it is 
masculine, feminine or numeral according to the pronouns. 

Therefore, the phonology of the Bana language is comparatively 
simpler than most Indo-European languages because it reads as 
it is written, for this reason, the sounds of words are not 
differentiated from letters in general.

In the Bana language there are ten classes of words, which 
constitute the central base of the language. These group of 
words, depending on their application can be variables or 
invariaves according to their grammatical use in each sentence. 
There is no prefix type appended to the grammatical classes of 
the Bana Idiom. All alterations occur only by the use of suffixes, 
which allow the formation of new words by sufixial derivation. 
For example, adding the suffix [KO] to the root of the verb 
"bunu" derives the noun "bunuko" which can be translated as 
human in English. Already with [KYO] arises "bunukya equivalent 
to humanized. Adding [Gya] arises "bunugya" equivalent to 
humanity. On the other hand, adding [MYA] arises "Bunumya" 
equivalent to Humanitary. Therefore, adding [LYA] arises 
"bunulya" equivalent to humanly. Thus, adding [Zya] arises 
"bunuzya" equivalent to humanization and also adding [DYA] 
arises "bunudya" equivalent to humanistic. Thus, as well as the 
noun "bunuko" also vary the adjective, article, numeral and the 
pronoun in gender, number and degree, which does not happen 
with the adverbial, preposition, conjunction and interjection that 
are always invariant in the phrase. The Bana verbs do not flex as 
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with in many other languages in gender, number or degree, only 
receive, for example, temporal suffixes [WA], [Wl], [WO], [WY] 
and [NY] respectively in the Past, Imperfect, Future, Conditional, 
Gerund and Imperative of the Indicative Mode. 

The order of words in a sentence in Bana follows basic principles 
in the grammatical structure, which although it seems very 
simple at first glance, can present some degree of difficulties 
those students, whose languages use the verb at the end of the 
sentence, as the Somali, for example. In general, the word order 
presents the same regularity of the neo-Latin languages as 
Portuguese or Spanish.The noun plays a fundamental role from 
the point of view of semantics, since they can be of three types: 
Neutral, Masculine and Feminine, which end in [a], [E], [I], [O], 
[u] and [Y = u]. Therefore, [A] and [O] are the endings for 
feminine and masculine respectively, while the other vowels, 
including the long [Y] form the group of neutral nouns. 

In the case of the noun that gives names to mammals, fishes, 
birds and insects, for example, there is a specific suffix for each 
of these groups of the Animal kingdom, except for the man 
included in the first rule. The [ILKO] suffix is used only for 
mammals, for example: Equus + ilko = Ekilko and its equivalent is 
horse in english. Nouns do not vary in number, but pluralization 
is made from the anteposition of the article in the plural, e.g. 
Nivo Ekilko/The horses. 

The pluralization of adjectives also occurs in the same way as 
nouns, that is, by the anteposition of the article, por exemplo: 
Singular form: Ivo kaparo/ the tooth and the plural form: Nivo 
kaparo/ the teeth.

The need to specify the correct use of the noun in the phrase 
requires the employment of the article defined or undefined in 
Bana before the noun, since the noun does not flex in number as 
occurs in most languages that comes from Latin. It is interesting 
to note that the pluralization of nouns by the use of the article so 
only facilitates the sonorization of the words from a phonetic 
point of view. The phonical structure of the article gives support 
to the noun that can be regarded as short or long depending on 
the duplication of the consonant or not. It is very common also in 
Bana the orthographic duplication of words for the greater 
extension to the phonemes according to the standards of the 
language. 

Use [Ivo] for both the masculine and feminine defined article, 
and [Divo] to the plural, whose equivalent form in English is 
[The]. The undefined article is [lva]and [Diva] equivalent form of 
[a/an] in english for the singular and plural or masculine and 
feminine respectively.
